land'B Mayor Issues a Procla- 
ation aud Has the Militia 


Awaiting His Call. 


OI.ET«LAND,O., May 2.—The disorders 


which began yesterday with the May 
day demonstration of the unemployed, 
culminated today in open riota. There 
were three separate and bloody conflicts 
between tho police and rioters and to- 
night troops are under arms ready to 
respond to a call, in case of any emer- 
gency. Tbe worst is believed to be 
over, however. Trouble began before 
noon when a inob of about 2000 started 
to raid tho factories on the flats and 
drive from work tho men employed 
therein. The first attack was made at 
the Variety iron works. The windows 
of the factory were smashed by stpnea 
and bricks aud the workmen (led in a 
panic. A force of seventy-five police- 
men was called out. The rioters pro- 
ceeded, however, to tho Upeon Bolt 
works, where 1500 men were induced to 
quit work before the officers arrived. 
When tho police came on the Hcene the 
men made a a land and hurled bricks at 
tlie oflicers. 
Orders were given to 


charge them with clubs. The rioters 
ran like sheep at the firet assault, but 
their lenders succeeded in rallying them 
on the Abbey street viaduct, a bridge 
about 
1000 feet 
long.

the crowd, and they were forced to light 
their way out. They made a rush for 
the otlicerd, but at least a pcoro of them 
were clubbed, unmercifully before they 
finally succeeded in geiting away. Tho 
nrumess of the police had a good effect, 
for it rcdulted hi scattering tho rioters 
in all directions. In the south end of 
the city at the same time a mob ol 5i 0 
men drove away the workmen from tho 
United Stales suit works, and were 
about to make a raid upuu tbe Cleveland 
rolling mills 
They wore met by a 


squad of ten policemen, who clubbed 
them until they were glad to run. At 
least thirty men were injured in this 
light, but tho mob was dispersed. This 
afternoon Mayor Ulee announced that 
no more rioting would be permitted. He 
issued a proclamation commanding the 
people not to aagcmblo on the streets, 
and called on the Cleveland Greys, Gat- 
ling gun battery and resident companies 
of tho Ohio National Guard to assem- 
ble in their armories and await his call. 


CLEVELAND, May 2.—Seven thousand 


men

THE STATE CONVENTION. 


The Republican State Central Com- 


mittee will meet in San Francisco today 
to fix the lime, place and apportionment 
of the 
Kcpublican KUto Convention, 


at which a candidate for governor 
and other state offices will he nomi 
iiatcd. Accompanying the notices sent 
out to the members of tho State Central 
Committee arc tabular statements of the 
Presidential election in 1S92, and of the 
gubernatorial election in 1890, showing 
what the apportionment of delegates 
from each county would be upon the 
basis of Republican votes cast at each of 
those elections, in the proportion of one 
delegate to 100, 150, 200 and 2oO votes. 
The opinion of most of our Republican 
exchanges eecma to be that the vote cast 
at the Presidential election of 1892 
ahomld bo adopted as the baeij of repre- 
sentation. Tliere is no good reason for 
going back four years, when a Presiden- 
tial election has been held in the inter- 
val. 
San Francisco's Republican vote 


in 1802 was smaller by several thous- 
ands than in 1SOO, and that city would, 
upon a basis of one delegate to 350 
votes, be entitled to nineteen more dele-

In the former case, 
under the vote of-1892, the convention 
would *h«ve 563 delujjiiles, and 700 dulc- 
•jatcB if the representation were one to 
150. 
It is argued in favor of a large 


convention that it renders trades and 
combinations more dilliciilt anil en lit ti- 
the cnlhusiaetn of a larger numbur of 
representative Republicans 
from 
all 


over tbe state. The Republicans muet 
and will set Iho puce this year and many 
are of the opinion that the party should 
take the field at an early date, making 
an aggressive campaign. 
While thu 


tilucliou of tlio Republican slate ticket 
may be considered certain, it ie desir- 
able that tho victory bo made an event- 
ful one in the political history of tbe 
state.

operation in various sections, and while 
the margin of protlts 'is small, business 
IB on a eolid foundation and the outlook 
in every direction ifl hopeful and en- 
couraging. The grain crop is promit- 
ing, money ie abundant and collections 
are easy. In the face of such a condi- 
tion of things the calamity bowler must 
remain silent.
